SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

FOLLOWING A CONDITIONAL PLEA OF GUILTY MAY BE TAKEN IN ACCORDANCE
WITH THE MARYLAND RULES.
